"nice's twin sister, escaped injury. 


Jenkins said Stark came home 


from Sparta early yesterday morn- 
Ing in a drunken rage, and that the 
girls told him they were awakened 
to find Stark standing over them. 


Hits Farmer With Bat 


"Keep still or 111 kill you; Fve 


got a gun," Stark was quoted as 
saying. 


Instead, the girls screamed. Their 


father came to their aid and was 
struck over the head with the base- 
ball bat, kept in the upper hall. 
Stark ran from the room. The moth- 
er, awakened, came into the twins' 
room, and the three terrorized wom- 
en braced themselves against the 
door. 


Stark returned, Jenkins said, and 


fired the shotgun through the door, 
hitting Mrs. Williams and Bernice. 
The twins jumped from their win- 
dow to the porch roof, then to the 
ground, and in their nightclothes 
ran half a mile to a neighbor's and 
^-called the sheriff. 


Fosse Finds Body" 


A posse found Stark's body at 


dawn, 500 feet from the house, with 
a shotgun charge through bis heart 
Williams died in a Sparta hospital 
several hours after the attack, with- 
out regaining consciousness. 


Jenkins said the twins told Mm 


Stark had brooded over being left 
itlone to do the farm work, while 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams and their 
son. Donald, of Midland, Mich., 
went to Yellowstone park. An aunt 
stayed with the girls during their 
absence. The Williams returned 
Saturday, and the farmer had not 
seen his hired man, Jenkins said.

had been drinking in Sparta, and 
that when he was given a ride home 
by Lea Engman, a neighbor. Stark 
told Engman that "there's going to 
be some changes around here."'

He then declared that "we have 


guaranteed to give our assistance to 
Poland in the case of a clear threat 
to her independence -which she con- 
siders it vital to resist with her na- 
tional forces and we are firmly re- 
solved to carry out this undertak- 
ing."

WAR?" 


If there is such a thing within Ameri- 


ca's gates as a seasoned and veteran ex- 
pert upon all phases of war it is Her- 
bert Hoover, former president. 


In the August number of the Amer- 


ican Magazine TMr. Hoover writes an ar- 
ticle complete and profound in its an- 
alysis and appraisal of the monster called 
\var, of its shadows and high lights that 
ive so soon, forget, of its utter worth- 
lessness as an American matter of policy, 
and of our danger of being sucked into 
its vortex by playfully attending upon 
some of its functions. 


Mr. Hoover lived through the last war 


on the spot, and more intimately in many 
respects than even the soldiers who sur- 
vived all its 52 months of slaughter. He 
tells of seeing part of the Battle of the 
Sonune. It should attract our attention: 


"In the distant view were the un- 


ending trenches filled with a mil- 
lion sad a half men. Here and there, 
like ants, they advanced under the 
thunder and belching volcanoes from 
10,000 guns. Their lives were thrown 
away until half a million had died. 
Passing close.by were unending lines 
of men plodding along the right side 
of the road to the front 
not with 


drams and bands, but with saddened 
resignation. Down the left side came 
the -unending" lines of wounded men, 
staggering among unending stretchers 
and ambulances. Do you think one 
can forget that! And it was but one 
battle of a hundred." 
The pathetic part of the relation of hu- 


manity to -war is that the necessity always 
exists to remind foolish, kindly or thought- 
less people that the "glory and legend" 
.are not what the participants see, but 
rather "the filth, -the stench, the death" 
and the "dumb grief of mothers, wives 
and children, as well as "the unending 
blight cast upon the world by the sacri- 
fice of the flower of every race." 


* * * 


But the soldiers are not the only ones 


engaged in war. 
Mr. Hoover pictures 


"the nightmares of roads" along which 
struggle the old, the feeble dragging the 
young and the helpless, while all turn 
at one time or another to view their vil- 
lages now making bon-fires against the 
skies. 


B^t that is not all. The former pres- 


ident had paragraphs to spend upon the 
"ruthless killing of civilians," the actual 
destruction of thousands upon thousands 
of helpless adults by firing squads and 
merely because some junior officer was 
suspicious that the laws of war had been 
transgressed. In addition there was the 
constant assassination of all classes and 
ages in order "to project terror and cring- 
ing submission." 


Mr. Hoover's description in this re- 


spect is worth repeating: 


"To the winds went every sense of 


justice. To the winds went everv sense 
of decency. To the winds went every 
sense of tolerance. To the winds went 
every sense of mercy. The purpose of 
every army is to win. They are not 
made up to bring rood cheer or jus- 
tice or tolerance. They are made up 
of men sent out to hill or be killed. 
"Whatever the theory, the act that wins 
is justified in war." 
* * » 


While the former 
president 
treats 


Woodrow Wilson with every considera- 
tion he does not spare the truth in re- 
vealing his own as well as the disillu- 
sionment of the many millions who be- 
lieved that we could actually end -war in 
Europe by participating In 1917. His de- 
scription of what Mr. Wilson faced after 
the German armies retreated, what he 
attempted to do. and how and why he 
failed, because the story would be "pre- 
cisely the same today, should not escape 
the reader's attention. We quote: 


"When President Wilson arrived in 
Pans, the common people of the world 
were praying for a real peace. There 
were good men there, and there were 
high aspirations. But there were also 
concentrated there the invisible forces 
of age-old hate and greed. Mr. Wil- 
son met a deterrr.ination fo crush the 
enemy in a Carthaginian peace. He 
met the sinister demands for power. 
He met a greed for posse--rion of world 
resources. 
Above all. he met with 


the pressures of populations and the 
unsolvable problems of European boun •% 
dane? and economic life. He worked 
valiantly to combat the evil forces. He 
spread American idealism at the peace 
table. He argued and cried out for 
reason and justice—not because he felt 
the enemy was guiltless, but because 
he felt that mankind must turn its face 
to the future and its back on the past 
When Germans blame him, little do 
they know what Germany would have 
looked like had it not been for Wood- 
row Wilson. 


"To Mr. Wilson I criticized billerlv 


the provisions of the peace treaties 
before they were signed. I felt lhat 
instead of healing the wounds of the 


world they t/ould spread disaster over 
a generation. I have before me a 
memorandum that I gave to Mr. Wil- 
son two months before' the treaties 
were signed, urging their lack of vi- 
sion and the dangers to America. He 
won some victories for sanity. 
He 


helped some nations to freedom. He 
hoped that, with time for hate and 
avarice to cool, the League of Nations 
could reconstruct the failures of the 
treaty. 


"Americans will yet be proud of 


lhat American who fought a fight for 
righteousness although he partially 
lost. But he proved that American 
idealism and American ignorance of 
the invisible forces in Europe can only 
confuse the grim necessities of Euro- 
pean peace." 
Mr. Hoover describes the present dif- 


ficulty in Europe as another skirmish 
in the ardous conflict for power'and as di- 
rectly traceable to the Treaty of Versailles. 


And that game of power in Europe is 


a game that is fooling the American peo- 
ple today, fooling every one of them who 
applauded Mr. Roosevelt's attempt to sit 
in at the table, and because the cards 
are not upon that table, the spectators do 
not know what hands deal nor from what 
deck, but they may be fairly sure that 
things are not as they are represented 
to be. 


But if we sit at the table, if we take 


out our purse and begin to play sides or 
friends or favorites we might as well take 
off our coats and shirts for we will have 
to stay until the game is through. But as 
the former president reminds u'i the stakes 
are greater than anything we carry in 
our purse. 
They are another "25 years 


of hideous national impoverishment" in 
addition to the probable "sinking of intel- 
lectual and spiritual liberty for a cen- 
tury to come."' 


• • *

And we should thank Mr. Hoover for 


his harsh rebuffing of our "international- 
ists"' who tell us the debts Europe owes 
us cannot be paid. For in the very situ- 
ation of the debts we find again an exam- 
ple of "power" politics and how complete- 
ly Europe is willing to gang up against 
us, dictators and democracies alike, when 
it comes to filching our property from us. 


In relation to the tricky way these now 


cringing democracies treated both their 
honor obligations and America's reputa- 
tion let Mr. Hoover speak: 


"The repudiation has a double sting, 


for over years following the Balfour 
note the Allies publicly and repeated- 
ly informed the former enemies that 
the reason they exacted reparations 
and indemnities from the enemy was 
because they had to pay it over to 
the Shylock of the "Western World. 
They stated they would reduce the in- 
demnities by whatever the United 
States, in turn, would cancel the debts. 
Moreover, their propaganda told us, 
and a host of Americans re-echoed, 
that they could not pay because they 
could not transfer money in such great 
quantities from one nation to another. 
That is true in a depression, but let 
me recall that these very nations to- 
day have shipped 4 billions of money 
to this country for investment since 
they repudiated their debts." 
It should be the duty of every man in 


congress to read Mr. Hoover's excellent 
article. It is easier to restrain and control 
the unstable who want to pick up a hop- 
ping live wire to see what it is like if 
fortified by unshakable conclusions built 
on facts.

New York—I hope our Geniuses of politics 


know what they are doing, but I'm not overly 
optimistic. Mass living gets increasingly corn- 


on, muddling it more and more, poor- fellows, 
because they don't know the Right Answers. 
I'm afraid no one does. 


These gloomy sentences are inspired by the 


decision of some communities hereabout to put 
toll gates on highways. The Merritt Parkway, 
that most modern Connecticut thoroughfare 
that has proved such a timesaver to New; Eng- 
land-bound motorists from New York, already 
s taxing each car 10 cents for the privilege of 
riding over it Westchester county is planning 
he same sort of thing for its super-highways. 
Such incidents of taxation are not important 


n themselves but they may be important as 
trends. There is, I suspect, a limit to taxation. 
They can ten cents a guy to death. New,York 
is hemmed by toll gates—a quarter to drive 
across the George Washington bridge, four-bits 
through the Holland tunnel to Jersey (and 
don't forget they get the same amounts com- 
ing back), a quarter to drive across the Tri- 
borough bride, etc. Add to these tolls the taxes 
on gasoline, the sales tax on the automobile 
in the first place, the license plates, the driver's 
license, and the numerous hidden taxes passed 
on by the manufacturer himself, and it adds 
to dizzy percentages.* 
* • 


The extravagant taxes on cigarettes—in some 


cases the tax exceeds the manufacturer's whole- 
sale charge—and on liquor have all but dou- 
bled the cost of these items. The simple busi- 
ness of dining m New York cannot be ac- 
complished without contributing to half a dozen 
lax accounts. There is a sales tax on drinks, 
a three per cent sales tax on restaurant checks 
above $1, and—if you dine where there is en- 
tertainment—there is a three per cent addi- 
tional cabaret tax for the federal government. 
In addition to these obvious taxes which gen- 
erally are plainly marked on the check, ihere 
are several other taxes which the proprietor 
has to pay direct and which are passed on to 
the patron in increased charges for food. The 
proprietor has to pay for a liquor license, res- 
taurant license, cabaret license, tobacco license, 
and taxes on his electric power, gas, telephone 
and water bills. I've probably skipped several, 
but this gives an idea. 


Go from dinner to a show, and the tax will 


be about 60 cents on pair of tickets. I've paid 
as high as $12 tax on a pair of tickets to a

If the Arnold plan of attack is 


carried out impartially and without 
regard to political or economic 
pressure groups, it will mean that 
America will have found in a sys- 
tem of free competition the answer 
to the debates on the "isms" of 
Europe as they relate to a planned 
or controlled economy. 


There have been two schools of 


thought in the last six years of ec- 
onomic disturbance — those who 
have felt that in a centralized gov- 
ernment more and more of the ac- 
tivities of the business of America 
should be controlled and those who 
have felt that by removing re- 
straints of trade involving fraud, 
dishonesty and monopoly, America 
could retain her liberties and show 
the world that_.the competitive sys- 
tem can function 


But 
every time the 
anti-trust j 


problem has been tackled, obstacles 
have been placed in the path of 
those who favored strict enforce- 
ment Thurman Arnold himself be- 
came zealous about criminal indict- 
ments as a means of securing "re- 
spect for the anti-trust laws, but the 
complex economic life of the coun- 
try together with the lack of spe- 
cific knowledge on what the laws 
really required made it unfair to 
use criminal punishment

Now instead. Mr. Arnold is sup- | 


porting the bill recently introduced 
by Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming 
to provide severe civil penalties, 
These, too, will act to some extent 
as a deterrent but there is much 
more to be said for a policy of vig- 
orous enforcement by the injunc- 
tion, method of existing laws than j 
for the introduction of new penal- j 
ties.

What is vital at the moment is >

cantly revealed last week that for 
the first time in history, the anti- 
trust division of the department of 
justice now had adequate staff and , 
personnel to do the job.

Mr Arnold has made mistakes in ! 


Judgment in some of his speeches j 
and in his policy of consent decrees j 
on the anti-trust problem but cer- | 
tamly nobody in recent years has 
stirred up more interest or re\ ealed 
himself as more genuinely desirous 
of getting free competition going 
than has the assistant attorney gen- j 
erally. In the hands of a man uho j 
believes as sincerely m" free compe- I 
tition as does Thurman Arnold, j 
there can be no doubt that a start , 
will be made at last to enforce the i

hes are collusively undertaken in 
efforts to gyp the public, when the j 
wonder as that the long arm of j 
government has been so lone in 
protecting the people against these i 
injustices. 


The new attack may touch labor 


as definitely if not more so than 
management, and the administra- 
tion will be put to the test of 
whether the labor vote here and 
there will cause it to soft-pedal the 
prosecutions. 


There is another <;ide to the pic- 


ture These efforts to keep out com- 
petitors and to hold up labor costs 
have had behind them, in most in- 
stances, no real criminal purpose 
There ere many persons 
in 
the 


building industry as in other lines 
of business uho feel that they can 
use political government, 
federal", 


state and local, to insure monopolis- 
tic benefits. There are states where 
auto dealers have combined to get 
laws passed to keep out other deal- 
ers or to require buyers of cars to 
pay a heaw inspection tax if they 
purchase autos outside the state 
There sre all kinds of tariff bar- 
riers -ar'thin America camouflaged 
under inspection laws or tax laws. 
All this proceeds from the thoorv of 
"isolation" which has been preached 
far and wide, as well as from 
the 


doctrine of protection in our tariff 
history. 


Different Situation 


While, however, there is justifica- 


tion for protecting home industry 
against foreign competition, there is 
logically no reason whv the power 
of state or federal 
governmrnt 


should be used to favor one geo- 
graphical division of the 
United 


States against another or the pro- 


SPAPLRl 


ducers of one state as against an- 
other. 


The anti-trust suit m the building 


industry will run up against the 
doctrine that unions and employers 
in self protection ask for and ob- 
tain monopolies irrespective of the 
effect on other groups of citizens. 
Unfortunately for those who think 
they need the monopoly, a system of 
free competition properly organized 
will increase the volume of transac- 
tions and increase wages. 
The 


idea of a guaranteed annual wage 
in the building trades, has, for in- 
stance, long been discussed as a de- 
sirable way of reducing building 
costs but the existence of rigid lev- 
els of cost and other restraints of 
trade have prevented any progress 
being -nade toward meeting the con- 
sumer demand for lower cost hous- 
ing. The construction industry, stim- 
ulated naturally, is big enough to 
help the nation back to recovery. 
Hence the attack on barriers to free 
interchange of services and money 
by removal of artificial impedi- 
ments is a step in the right direc- 
tion.

This fantastic series of bids actu- 


ally was produced by four wel 
known experts in a recent New 
York duplicate. I need hardly say 
that most of the bids require con- 
siderable explaning. Easf s opening 
clnb bid was, of course, correct, bu 
South's vulnerable overcall (as he 
was later the first to admit) was 
horrible. West's double struck ter- 
ror to South's heart and he visualiz- 
ed a nice, fat goose egg on this par 
ticular board. When North rescuec 
with one no trump and, in turn, was 
promptly doubled by East, South 
felt he might as well be hanged for 
a sheep as a lamb and, in a frantic 
effort to wriggle out of the double, 
bid bis three card heart suit. Wes 
did not feel quite strong enough to 
double this and passed for his part- 


" ner's decision. 


North, natuarally, was delighted 


with the new suit, and now Eas 
was rather up against it for a good 
bid. He knew that South was 
player who indulged in considerable 
"psyching" and, with the A-K-6 of 
spades in his own hand and West's 
double of one spade showing con- 
siderable strength in the suit, Easl 
strongly suspected that South had 
chosen this occasion to make 
phony spade bid. Acting on this 
suspicion, East ventured two spades 
South passed promptly, hoping to 
heighten the opponents' impres- 
sion that Ms one spade bid had been 
a psychic, and now West went as- 
tray. Spurred by the same suspi- 
cions that East had felt, West raised 
East's bid. When this three spade 
contract got around to South, he 
could not resist the temptation to 
double- It all seemed too good to 
be true, but who was he to look a 
gift horse in the mouth? It seemed 
very unlikely that the' opponents 
could have a safe run-out to another 
suit at the four level, 


The defense was perfect and re- 


sulted in a three trick (800 point) 
penalty. The singleton diamond was 
opened. North won and returned 
a diamond, South ruffing. South 
then boldly laid down the heart 
king. The ace won and declarer 
investigated the trump suit by lead- 
ing the five to the ace. When North 
showed out, declarer groaned and 
stopped leading trumps. The A-K 
of clubs were cashed and a club was 
ruffed, but then declarer-could not 
return to his own hand without 
fetally leading trumps. He played 
the diamond king. South ruffed and 
cashed the heart jack, then led the 
heart nine to North's queen. North 
returned a diamond.

Thousands of Indian 
mounds 


have been found on this continent 
Most of them are in the United 
States, but Canada has 
several 


score of them, chiefly in southern 
Ontario .and southern Manitoba. 


Mica ornament of Mound Builders 


and bone fishhooks. 
The mounds in the United States 


are to be seen from the Dakotas 
to Florida, from the state of New 
York to Texas. The Mound Build- 
ers lived chiefly in the valleys of 
the Mississippi, , the Missouri and 
the Ohio rivers, and around the 
Great Lakes, but there were many 
in such southern states as Ala- 
bama. Georgia, Tennessee, the 
Carolinas and Virginia. 
A 
few- 


mounds are located in the Rocky 
mountain area. 


Wisconsin is famed for hundreds 


of mounds in the shape of animals. 
They -were meant to have the form 
of bears, deer, turtles, buffalos. 
wolves, foxes and eagles. 
It is believed that the animal 


mounds were made as images of 
the "totems" of certain clans and 
tribes, and were looked upon as 
holy. Thus the eagle clan "would 
have an eagle mound. An eagle 
mound in southern Wisconsin is 
six feet high, and measures 624 
feet from tip to tip across the 
wings. Think of the work which 
went into making a mound of such 
size! 


Ohio 
has 
more than 
3.500 


mounds. Most of them are cone- 
shaped, but some have the shape 
of animals. We shall speak of the 
Great serpent tnound in southern 
Ohio on a later day. 


Some persons. have fancied that 


the mounds, were put up by a race 
quite different from Indians, but 
this belief has been given up. Old 
records have proved that Indian 
Mound Builders were seen by ex- 
plorers in several parts of the 
continent. 


The .Spaniard. DeSoto. discover- 


ed that the Creek and Chickasaw 
Indians :were in the custom of 
building mounds to cover their 
dead. A few other cases of the 
kind were noted by later explor- 
ers. but in. most places mound- 
building was a lost art when North 
America was settled by whites. 
The -Mound Builders'no doubt were 
ancestors 
of 
tribes 
found 
in 


regions where the mounds stood. 
The later ' Indians, for the most 
part, seem to have given up the 
mound-building custom, but many 
of them had villages near mounds. 


Thousands 
of skeletons 
have 


been - found under mounds,- along 
with ornaments and other treas- 
ures. From these remains we have 
obtained some knowledge of the 
ways of life of the Mound Build- 
ers. 


"We know, for 
example, that 


they wore ornaments of many 
kinds. Some of them appear to 
have used "hook and fine" to 
catch fish. The bone hooks found 
in the mounds do not have barbs 
on them.
